This device has been invented in order to remove the 
aforementioned drawbacks of the conventional speaker. The objective of 
this invention is to provide an electrodynamic speaker in which usual 
water-based fluid or oil-based fluid can be retained in a magnetic pole gap. 

Hereinafter, one embodiment of the present device will be 
described with reference to the drawing. Figure 3 shows the main part of 
the electrodynamic speaker according to the present device in comparison 
with Figure 2. Reference number (1) denotes a pole piece, reference 
number (2) denotes a plate, reference number (5) denotes a magnetic pole 
gap formed between the opposing planes of the pole piece (1) and the plate 
(2), reference number (6) denotes a coil, reference number (7) denotes a 
bobbin, reference number (8) denotes a voice coil formed of the coil (6) 
and the bobbin (7), reference number (18) is a lubricant filled in a gap 
between the magnetic pole gap (5) and the voice coil (8), and reference 
number (19) is a non-wettable and fluororesin-based coating film 
containing, for example, polytetrafluoroethylene (PTFE), which is applied 
to the peripheral part of the magnetic pole gap (5) on the pole piece (1), 
the plate (2) and the voice pole (8). 
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
